J originally planned and executed in, a maſterly Manner; but 
by the Decay of Ferriby Sluice, which was deſigned to have been 
an effectual Bar againſt the Sea, the Foul Water from the Hum 
ber, by flowing up gently the Long Drain, to or near Glamford 
Brigg, has left ſo much Silt behind from Time to Time, and 
hhaving no Sluice, or other Means to Aid the Back Waters in their 
Paſſage to Sea, the New Drain, Which was Forty Feet Wide, is 
reduced in many Places to Fifteen or Sixteen Feet, and which is 


the chief Cauſe of the great Damages which have happened to 


the Carrs and Low Grounds thro' the Level. Above the Town 
of Brigg the new Drain is much interrupted. by Lug Beds,

To perfect the Navigation from Glamford Brigg to Biſhop 
Brigg, as there is a Fall of about Three Feet and a Half from the 
Bridge into the Dead Level; to get over this Difficulty it will 
be beſt to ere a Pen Sluice about a Mile below the Bridge, 
which will revert the Water to compleat a Canal for the Pur- 
poſe of Navigation, and which will by no Means interfere with 


the Drainage of the Low Grounds in that Neighbourhood, but - 


rather facilitate it. 


The Expence to compleat the Whole of the above mentioned 


Works for Drainage and Navigation, with proper Bridges over + = 


the ſame, including other Contingencies, from an Eſtimate care- 
fully made, will not exceed Fifteen Thouſand Pounds, and One per 
Cent. to keep the Works in Repair for ever after it is compleated. 
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
